The Opposition in the Illinois House had 
& harrow escape yesterday. A motion was 
made to table the bill for the repeal of the 
Registry law, which is a standing menace to 
Dem ¢ majorities, and the attempt to 
thus dispose of the bill, so that nothing 
short of a two-thirds vote could call it up for 
action, well-nigh succeeded, as the Repub- 
licans were nearly all in their seats, and had 
a temporary majority pending the arrival of 
the over-Sunday laggards of the other side. 
Nothing but a resort to the most reckless and 
desperate filibustering on the part of 
Speaker Hames and Mnatrr averted 
the fearful catastrophe to the elec- 
tion prospects of the Opposition. Ham- 
took the floor, and, for the purpose of delny- 
ing a vote until Merarrr could drum up 
enough Egyptian stragglers to force an ad- 
journment and save the day, resorted toa 
succession of filibustering and time-killing 
expedients, raising points of order too shal- 
low for even Prater to be guilty of.

THE CIVIL-RIGHIS LAW. 

The act of Congress known as the Civil- 
Rights bill passed without a serious struggle in 
the Senate. When the time came to vote, the 
Democrats contented themselves with a silent 
negative vote. The act is one concerning 
whose constitutionality and expediency 
there is a wide difference of opinion. It re- 
cites its object in the following preamble, 
taken from the Democratic platform of 1872: 

It is essential to just government that we recognize 
the equality of all men before the law, and hold that 
it ie the duty of government in its dealings with peo- 
ple to mete out equal and exact justice to all, of what- 
ever nativity, race, color, or persuasion, religioas or 
political, . 

The principle of the law is essentially 
Democratic. It is universally recognized os 
equally applicable to all white persons as well 
as colored ; the only question is, Can it be legal- 
ly extended to persons of African and Asiatic 
birth or race? The law is not one upon 
which political parties will divide, as upon a 
national issue; except, perhaps, in a few 
localities or districts, there will be no elec- 
tions determined as to the repeal or non-re- 
peal of the act. It isa question which all 
parties will gladly submit .to the courts for 
their decision, and in that decision all parties 
will acquiesce. 

The law provides that all persons within 
the jurisdiction of the United States shall be 
entitled of right to admission to all hotels, 
inns, restaurants, stage-coaches, railroad-cars, 
steamboats, theatres and other places of 
amusement, upon terms of full equality with 
all others; and that any person excluding any 
such person because of his color, race, or 
previous condition of servitude, shall be fined 
from $500 to $1,000, or imprisoned from 
thirty days to one year for each offense; or 
may be sued by the party so excluded in an 
action of debt for 6500. Jtirisdiction of all 
actions arising under this law is conferred ex- 
clusively upon the United States Courts. It 
also provides that no citizen otherwise quali- 
fied by law shail be disqualified for service as 
a Grand or Petit Juror in any State on ac- 
count of his race or color. 

When the bill was before the Senate, Mr. 
CaRPENTER made a very strong argument to 
establish that the law was unconstitational. 
He pointed out that there was a clearly de- 
fined distinction between the rights and 
duties of a citizen of the United States and 
of the same person asa citizen of a State. 
This distinction was recognized by the 
courts. Congress, under its power to regu- 
late commerce between the States, might 
possibly have authority to say that a person. 
while on journeys from one State to others, 
should be entitled to accommodation in the 
inns in the several States through which he 
may pass, and, upon the assumption that a 
cheerful mind is favorable to enterprise, it 
might be required that be- should be admit. 
ted to theatres ; but these would seem to be 
rather fantastic ‘‘regniations of com- 
merce.” But the bil is not con- 
fined to persons engaged in commerce, 
but applies to all persons. The authority for 
the bill rests upon the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. Mr. Canpenrer examined the provis- 
ions of that amendment, and declared his in- 
ability to find in them any warrant for the 
enactment of such a lawasthis. The only 
clause in that amendment having any remote 
bearing on this bill is that which, declaring 
that all persons born or naturalized in the 
United States and subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof are citizens of the United States, and 
of the State wherein they reside,” enacts that 
no State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of 

citizens of the United States. The amend- 
ment contains no prohibition of the authori- 
ty to abridge the rights which are held as 
citizens of the State. The Supreme Court 
had held that such a distinction existed. The 
Court had recently said : 


If, iben, there is a difference between the privileges 
and immunities belonging to a citizen of the United 
States as such, and those belonging to the citizen of 
the State as such, the latter must rest for their author- 
ity and protection where they have heretofore rested, 
for they are not embraced by this paragraph of the 
amendment, The Court also say thot, with a few 
exceptions,—euch, for instance, as the prohibition 
against ez post furte laws, bills of at under, and laws 
impeiring the oblig.tions of contracts,—the entire do- 
main of the privilege: and immunities of citizens of 
the States, as above defined, lies within the constitu- 
tional and legislative powers of the States, und with- 
out that of the Federal Government; and the Court 
bold that the Fourteenth Amendment makes no alter- 
ation in this particular. 


Are the rights given by this law State or 
Federal? Even treating the law as a com- 
mercial regulation, it caunot apply to trav- 
elers from one point to another within a 
State.

Assuming, therefore, that all the rights 
granted by this bill pertained exclusively to 
citizenship of; the States, and not to citizen- 
ship of the United States, Mr. Canrxrrn 
was of the opinion that all its provisions 
were unconstitutional; On the other hand, 
the constitutipnality of the bill was ebly de- 
fended by Mf. Eomunis, of Vermont. This 
gentleman put aside all question as toa dis- 
tinction between the rights pertaining to cit- 
izenship of à State those pertaining to 
citizenship of the United States. He insisted 
that the sole purpose of the bill was to pro- 
tect the people of the United States against 
discriminations foundpd exclusively upon 
color. Whether the mpn was a citizen of the 
United States or a citizbn of a State, this bill 
conferred upon and prétected him iu all the 
rights which may be plaimed by any other 
person under the sam circumstances. This 
law conferred no righti save that of equality 
with others. Where a white man cannot 
claim a privilege or right, this bill grants 
nothing to the negro, but where one citizen 
or class of ‘citizens bf a State or of the 
United States may enjoy privileges, comforts, 
and convenienoes as a fuatter of right, it ex- 
tended that gnjoyment to all other citizens 
on an equality. 
This is the legal argument upon both sides 
as to the congtitationaljity of the law. There 
will be no ladk of cases arising under it to 
bring the subject to the arbitrament of the 
courts. There the law will receive its con- 
firmation if iconstitutipnal, or its quietus if 
the Conrt think otherwise. 


‘THE IULINOIS RAILROAD LAW. 

We invite attention to a letter from De- 
catur, published in this morning's Tarsunr, 
in which are presented) various instances of 
the glaring inconsistencies of the tariffs of 
railroad rates‘establishad by the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners of this State. The law 
of Illinois authorizes and directs the Com- 
missioners to establish a schedule of maxi- 
mum rates of freight for each road doing 
business in Minois. The Commissioners have 
done this, and the law declares that the 
rates thus established shall be ac. 
cepted by all contts and juries as 
prima | facie: fair td reasonable. The 
law provides, further, that the roads 
shall be classified accprding to their gross 
earnings, and our corréspondent presents the 
result Of these schedule rates to aud from 
Decatur, Springfield, Peoria, Chicago, and 
several other points. In several instances, 
the shortest toutes ard allowed the highest 
rates, but in the compé@rison of the rates al- 
lowed the various rpads from competing 
points the most remarkable inconsistencies 
occur. The effects of the lawis to destroy 
competition, by fixing’ the maximum rates 
of one road much less than on either of the 
competing rdutes; if the competing routes 
reduce their rates to those allowed to 
the favored route, then the same roads 
must make a corresponding reduction in their 
rates for the whole length of their lines. 
These roads cannot do this, and the Commis- 
sioners concede that they cannot do so with- 


schedules is to destroy competition, Thus 
between Chicago and Decatur there are no 
less than nine routed. The Commissioners 
have scheduled eight A them out of all com- 
petition. The Chicago & Alton, by a com- 
bination wich the I., B. & W. Road, 
transports a car of lumber from Chicago to 
Decatur for $88.50, 4 distance of 234 milos. 
The rate established for the Illinois Central 
via Clinton, 169 miles, is $53.55; by the 
same road cit Tolono, 17P miles, $42.84; via 
Gilman aud HN Paso, 195 miles, $57.15. The 
table showing these inequalities, so fatal to 
competition, may be read with profit by the 
Railroad Commissioners and members of the 
Legislature. . | 

The object of the railroad legislation was 
to prevent extortion and encourages compe 
tition, That was what was demanded by 
public sentiment. The law has been amend- 
ed several times as experience has shown its 
defeets. It is possible that it may be further

A Republican victory in New Hampshire 
to-day, though, is barely possible, and should 
not be too confidently expected. The Re- 
publicans of that State have to contend 
this year with peculiar and disheartening cir- 
cumstances. First of all, there is the Pro- 
hibition movement, which counts on gaining 
ground in New Hampshire in proportion as 
it loses elsewhere. The votes for Governor 
in the last four elections were as follows:

It will be seen by this exhibit that the de- 
fection of Prohibitionists from the Repnbli- 
can party gave the State to the Democrats 
last year. There is good reason to antici- 
pate a still larger Prohibition vote this year. 
‘The candidate of that party for Governor is 
Nataanret Warre, who for many years has 
been a prominent Republican, and whose ob- 
ject in joining the Prohibitioniste was to force 
a nomination from his old party associates. 
The Republicans, however, either because 
they were unwilling to estabiish a bad prece- 
dent, or beeause they wished to punish 
Warrr's treachery, ignored the action of the 
Prohibition Convention, and nominated PE 
son C. Carney for Governor. 

The Republicans have also this year the 
disadvantage which naturally falls to the 
share of the under dog in a fight. Last year 
Weston received a plurality vote, and was 
elected Governor by the Democratic Legisla- 
ture. The first basiness of the new Admin- 
istration was to turn out all the Republicans 
in Office, many of whom had held for sixteen 
years, and to fill their places with active, 
zealous Democrats. A new judicial system 
was invented for the purpose of ousting Re- 
publican Judges; the State was gerryman- 
dered; the City of Manchester was redistrict- 
ed; college-students were disfranchised ; 
ignorance and vice protected; and everything 
was done that possibly could be devised with 
a view to fastening the hold that the party 
had accidentally acquired on the State Gov- 
ernment.

This bill 
proposes to shut out of Illinois every insur- 
ance company chartered by any State which 
declines to allow any kind of an Illinois com- 
pany to do business within. its limits, In 
other words, it proposes to punish any State 
which decifhes to let the Hlinois Legislature 
pass laws for it. Our Solons have not yet 
shown themselves fit to legislate for one State, 
so that their attempt to do so for all 
is somewhat preposterous. If the Speak- 
er's bill e a law, it would probably 


drive out of E nearly every foreign in- 


surance company, inasmuch as our laws per- 
mit the organization of companies on a plan 
which is not considered safe in many other 
States, and thase companies are therefore ex- 
cluded from those States. Residents of this 
city who tried to realize on their home poli- 
cies after the great fire will not contemplate 
the enforced withdrawal of the foreign com- 
panies with equanimity. Their departure 
would be the signal for the foraclosure of 
mortgages given as security for their loans. 
The amount of available capital would thus 
be seriously diminished, and tho prosperity of 
the State would be checked. These results

Congress 
was called upon to expend some hundred and 
fifty to two hundred millions of dollars 
to assist Nature; that is, Nature had 
provided these two highways—water routes 
—by which the teeming crops of the Gran- 
gers of the Great West were to be borne 
from the fields to the markets of the world, 
at (according to a St, Louis member of Con- 
gress) 120 per cent less cost than by any 
other mode of conveyance. But the nat- 
ural highways have grown short of water, 
and the little water in them will not run up 
the mountains, but persists in running down 
hill. All Congress was asked to do was to 
remove the mountains out of the way, and 
thus remedy the defect in the work of Na- 
ture, and Congress refused to do it. 

The great wheat and corn growing region 
of the future is to be the plains west of the 
Mississippi, stretching from the line of Brit- 
ish America down to the plains of New Mex- 
ico and Texas. By the time these two water- 
routes can be complcted so that canal- boats can 
leave daily from Fort Benton for Liverpool via 
the James & Kanawha, or the Tennessee, 
Chattanooga, Savannah, or Mobile routes. 
the agricultural products of thecountry will be 
at least a thousand-fold greater than at pres- 
ent (see reports of Select Committee), and 
the business o building canal-boats will have 
increased to an unprecedented degroe, and 
the transportation of these products will give 
employment to many millions of men, with- 
out distinction of color or race, or previous 
condition of servitude. From the. fore-top 
yard-arm of each of these canal-boats will fly 
the flag of the American Union, replacing 
upon the high seas the flag torn down by the 
repeal of the Kmra-Scuumaxern subsidy to 
the Pacific Mail The men who invest their 
capital in adapting these two great water- 
courses ta the transit of canal-boats, and 
opening to the interior of the continent an 
outlet for the ;roducts of millions of labor 
yet unborn (see debates in Honse), will have 
the proud satisfaction of claiming that they 
had made living in America possible by es- 
tablishing a water-route below the freezing- 
line. (See reports of Engineers and Old 
Probabilities). Next to the Louisville Lot- 
tery, there has been no such chance for in- 
vestment offered for many a day. Think of 
it—two water-routes by either of which a 
load of corn, or oats, or wheat, may be mov- 
ed from Omaha to Savannah, Ga, Mobile, 
Aa., or Richmond, Va., in 117 days from the 
time of shipment! It is an annihilation of 
distance too grand to be comprehended all 
at once. 

Unless capitalists are prepared to believe 
that figures will lie, how can they disregard 
the stunning figures of the Si. Louis Board 
of Trade as to the amount of grain and other 
farm products that would go down the Mis- 
sissippi River and up the Ohio and Kanawha, 
and up the Tennessee, and thence over the 
mountains to feed the civilized and unciv- 
ilized people who inhabit the other parts of 
the globe? To move these products by way 
of Chicago is expensive, and the ablest statis- 
ticians have demonstrated—and these dem- 
onstrations have been read in Congress—that 
the saving in tolls for moving these products 
by’ these natural water-routes over the 
mountains will exceed 100, and may reach 
200, per cent! Can private capital resist the 
temptation? Congress has thrown away the 
golden opportunity. Who will be the for. 
tunate and sagacious person to securg, it for 
himself? There's millions in it.

fectually as the banks of the fall of 
1873. The relief from the weather panic 
of 71 promises to be more pronounced 
and punctual than the relief from the mone 
panic of 73. 
general revival from all sorts of depression, — 
a reaction that will cover bad weather, and 
shrinkage of values, and loss of confidence, 
and general physical, mental, commercial, 
and social demoralization. As the home peo- 
ple who have been frozen up and kept in- 
doors for months greet the spring sunlight 
with buoyant gladness, and crowd the sloppy 
sidewalks with a reckless indifference to the 
slush, so the business people will reach out 
after their long and enforded rest with uew 
zest and reinforced energies. Thus we may 
predict a double reaction,—one from the com- 
mercial crisis, and another from the weather 
panic. | 

Perhaps the most striking illustration of 
the revival in trade may be found in the sud- 
den and striking increase of advertising 
which might have been noticed in the last 
Sunday issue of Tan Trisunz, and which 
may be regarded as a good thermometer of 
business feeling or a preliminary announce- 
ment of better things to come. It was the 
first formal declaration of the business com- 
munity that the dull times are beginning to 
be over,—a sort of rainbow to herald the 
passing away of the storm. Contemporane- 
ously with this sign comes intelligence from 
other cities of the same hopeful feelings. 
The New Pork jobbers and wholesale 
merchants and manufacturers are reported 
as anticipating and preparing for u 
larger business than usual, erxtend- 
ing to dry-goods, carpets, furniture, 
breadstnffs, pork, aud produce of all kinds. 
It is generally regarded as a healthy sign that 
the speculators, scorched or warned by the 
experience of eichteen months ago, have 
generally drawn out and left the important 
branches of trade to the houses regularly or- 
ganized to deal with them and doing their 
business on a sound and substantial basis. 
This is the reason why the feeling of uncer- 
tainty and apprehension has disappeared, 
and a very wide-spread confidence has taken 
its place. 

The history of panics fully justified the 
enthusiastic predictions that are now made 


on all sides as to a general revival of business 


this spring. It required about eighteen 
months after the panic of 1857 to touch 
bottom, reach hard pan,” and settle and 
adjust losses so as to set commercial affairs in 
process of revival. It was necessary then 
as it has been recently to give the real 


estate and other speculators an opportunity 


for saving what they could, making such sac- 
rifices as were unavoidable, and going 
through the Clearing House, so to speak. 
The bulk of this sort of business is over. 
Nearly all the bellows that were fated to col- 
lapse, and all the kites that were destined to 
fall, have collapsed and failen. Some men 
have been obliged to give way altogether ; 
others have surrendered a part of their sup- 
posed but fictitious wealth, and saved a part. 
But pretty much all the vacant places have 
been filled, nearly all the books have been 
balanced, settlements made and losges en- 
tered up, and those who have not been swept 
away entirely are in a condition to go ahead 
again on a new and sounder footing. The 


panic was the inevitable consequence of an 


inflated specilation and unnatural prosper- 
ity, growing out of the illusive profits of 
the Oivil War, when the destruction 
of property was actually made to 
figure up an increase of ~ wealth 
by reason of the false valuation put 
upon Governmental and individual certifi- 
cates of indebtedness, We felt at one blow 
the accumulated disasters of several years; 
it is not unnatural that the shock was asevere 
one, and the recovery slow. ya 

One of the trustworthy signs of an usnal- 
ly rapid and strong revival of business this 
spring is the excellent condition of the 
farmer-class. The last year furnished a 
strong contrast with the preceding, The 
war against the railroads had its effect in a 
very general and important reduction in rates, 
and a consequent increase of prices for the 
producers. The experience of the year be- 
fore had algo made a marked reduction in the 
production o® those articles, the supply of 
which had notably exceeded the demand. A 
natural consequence of these two circum- 
stances was an improvement in prices, 
the great benefit of which was 
enjoyed by the agricultural classes, 
and not by the middlemen. The farmers, 
therefore, feel better off this spring than they 
have at any time within two years, and the 
prospect fora good market and fair prices 
this year is a promising one. Another sign 
of renewed confidence is to be found in the 
greater liberality of the bankers and ¢apital- 
ists with money to loan. Fer a yoar succeed- 
ing the panic, the bankers preferred to keep 
their vaults filled with money rather than re- 
duce their rates or accept anything but the 
most absolute security against loss. Their 
experience since the panic has shown them 
that this policy does not pay, and they are 
now will-ng to unlock their safes and lend 
money for commercial purposes in the usual 
way and at lower rates.
